Quantity  of 
grain  procured  reported  23  per  cent  below  last  year.     French  fall  wheat 
sowings  progressing  normally  although  delayed  by  rain  in  the  western 
central  sections.     Rainfall  in  Europe  during  the  first  26  Jays  of 
October  was  normal  or  abovo  almost  everywhere.

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BREAD  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  "bread  groin  inf  ormation 

72ieat  production    in  37  countries  now  reporting  is  101.6  per  cent  of 
last  year's  harvest  or  about  3,209  million  bushels.    Total  .wheat  supplies 
available  to  the  world,  however,  outside  of  Russia  and  China  are  estimated 
by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  as  slightly  below  last  year  and  . 
information  from  China  indicates  a  somewhat  smaller  crop  there  while  the  . 
Russian  crop  is  reported  poor  with  probable  exports  markedly  below  last 
season.    Rye  production    in  24  countries  now  reporting  is  977.6  million  bush- 
els, an  increase  of  177  million  or  22  per  cent  over  last  year1  s  outturn.  For 
detailed  wheat  and  rye  also  potato  production  figares  by  countries,  see  pages 
660,662  and  666  this  issue,. 

Fall  ffrain  'sowings  in  the  TJ.S.S.R.  up  to.  October  10  were  74  million 
acres  compared  with  79  million  at  the  same  time  last  year.    The  condition  ■ 
of  fall  sowings  on  that  date  was  reported  average  and  less  spotted  than 
previously  thought.    There  were  considerable  rains  in  the  western  regions- of 
the  European  section  of  U.S'.S.R.  and  light  rains  in  northern  and  western 
Ukraine,  Central  Black  Soil  and  western  provinces  of  the  Lower  Volga  region 
during  the  week  ended  October  17.    In  other  parts  of  Europe  temperatures  were 
about  normal  and  recent  rains  have  largely -corrected  the  deficiency  in  moisture 
previ  usly  reported.    Renewed  complaints  of  drought  in  the  Danube  Basin,  how- 
ever, were  noted  as  recent  rains  were  said  to  be  .insufficient.    The  acreage  of 
winter  wheat  being  planted  this  fall  in  Italy  is  expected  to  equal  last  fall's 
sown  area. 

Russian  procurings  on  October  10  in  per  cent  of  the  monthly  plan  were: 
Total  Union  43,  Ukraine  37  and  North  Caucasus  9;     (These  are  two  very  important 
wheat  regions);  procurings  in  per  c  ent  of  the  yearly  plan  with  last  year's 
figares  in  parenthesis  were:  Total  Union  43  (55);  Ukraine  37  (58);  and  North 
Caucasus  34  (59).    Continental  European  import  markets  appeared  generally 
irregular  and  featureless  during  the  middle  part  of  October.    Prices  were 
maintained  fairly  well  on  the  French  market  due  mainly  to  small  offerings 
which  resulted  from  the  government  paying  farmers  a  premium  for  holding  their 
wheat.    Some  further  decline  occurred  in  Germany  with  the  spot  price  of  domestic 
wheat  at  Berlin  on  October  19  at  1.28  compared  with  1.30  a  week  earlier  and 
rye  at  94  cents,  down  1  cent.    The  Irish  Free  State  is  reported  to  have  imposed 
a  duty  on  wheat  flour  and  manufactured  wheat  products  of  5  shillings  per  280 
pounds  or  about  60  cents  per  barrel. 

World  shipments    of  wheat  during  the  week  ended  October  22  were  12.8 
million  bushels,  a  slight  increase  over  the  11. 6  million  reported  a  week  ago. 
The  North  American  movement  totaled  9.6  million,  up  2,3  million  from  a  week 
earlier  while  Australia  dropped  to  1  million.    German  wheat  exports,  particu- 
larly to  England,  are  reported  heavy  and  at  low  prices. 
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PEED  GRAINS 
Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  information 

The  1932.  feed  grain  production  in  the  countries  so  far  reported  shows 
a  considerable  increase  over  that-  of  last  year.'    The  increases  for  "barley,, 
oats,  and  corn  for  all  countries  reported  amount  to  about  19  per  cent,  12  per 
cent,  and  13  per  cent,  respectively,  while  the  increases  for  the, European  ... 
countries  amount  to  about  16  per  cent,  8  per  cent,  and  18  per  cent,  respectively. 
Detailed  figures  showing  feed  groin  production  are  found  on  pages  663  and  664, 
while  tables  showing  current  trade  and  prices  are  shown  on  page  665. 

The  demand  for  malting  barley  in  England  is  reported  by  Grain  Specialist 
Shollenberger  as  very  dull,  with  a  downward  trend  in  prices.    The  temperature 
is  above  normal  with  intermittent  rain  and  sunshine.     Germany  has  introduced  an 
export  certificate  on  oats  and  barley  products'  effective  October  26,  allowing 
duty  free  imports  of  .oats  and  barley.     Switzerland  has  recently  raised  the 
tariff  rates  on  several  feeds  including  corn,  potato  flakes  and  bran. 


POTATOES        '  ...  . 

Larger  European  potato  crop  expected 

..         Potato  production  this  season  in  14  European  countries  reporting  to 
date  and  which  last  year  accounted  for  77  per  cent  of  the  total  European  crop 
now  stands  at  3,851,938,000  bushels  or  an  increase  of  87. 7... million  bushels 
(2.3  per  cent)  over  last  year  but  is  slightly  below  the  large  1930  crop.  Ger- 
many which  is  the  largest  producer  reports  a  crop  of  1,665,465,000  bushels 
which  i$  with  the  exception  of  the  1930  crop  the  largest  of  recent  years.  It 
also  ace  ^unts  for  considerably  over  half  of  the  estimated  European  increase 
in  production  this  year.    As  a  result  of  the  favorable  potato  harvest  in  Germany 
the  government  has  decreed  an  admixture  this  year  of  2  l/2  per  cent  potato  flour 
with  both  wheat  and  rye  flour.    Poland,  the  other  very  large  European  producer, 
estimates  a  crop  little  different  from  that  of  other  recent  years.    In  Czecho- 
slovakia, however,  where  the  potato  crop  is  also  an  important  source  of  human 
food  the  1932-  outturn  is  placed  at  only  308,717,000  bushels  or  nearly  50,000,000 
bushels  below  last  year  and  the  smallest  crop  in  recent  years.  Some  decrease  is 
also  noted  in.  the  North, American  production  estimates.

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COTTON 

Falling  exchange  affects  Liverpool  cotton  market 

Demand  for  raw  cotton  at  Li verpool  during  the  third  week  of  October 
was  snail  and  trading  limited  with  the  market  affected  "by  fluctuations  in 
the  rates  of  exchange  and  poor  American  support.    Frices  of  most  foreign 
cottons  except  Anerican  mi ddling  w  ere  slightly  lower  on  October  21  than  a 
week  earlier.     See  price  table,  page  6  57.    At  Manchester  spot  demand  was 
fair  and  the  larger  cloth  demand  noted  the  previous  week  was  maintained  with 
freer  buying  for  both  India  and  China.    Though  the  spinners  wage  dispute 
was  still  unsettled  some  agreement  was  expected  shortly.    On  the  Havre  mar- 
ket trading  was  very  dull  with  many  factors  making  for  uncertainty.  Among 
these  were  fear  of  new  taxes  to  fill  the  deficit  in  the  French  budget,  high 
wages  hampering  exports,  sliding  markets  and  discouraged  spinners  who  have 
been  the  main  buyers  so  far.    Price  fixing  was  the  slowest  for  some  tine. 
A  very  poor  raw  cotton  demand  was  reported  at  Fr  emen    while  at  I  hi  am  demand 
continued  fair. 


FRUIT,  VEGETABLES  AND  NUTS 

'"inter  vegetable  acreage  rrospects  in  Cuba 

The  outlook  for  the  winter  vegetable  crop  in  Cuta  is  not  bright,  ac- 
cording to  Vice-Consul  T.7illiam  3.  Hurray  at  Habana.    It  is  expected  that 
plantings  of  practically  all  vegetables  ship-ped  to  the  United  States  will 
be  reduced. 

Tomato es:    Heavy  rains  damaged  the  early  plantings  of  tomatoes,  which 
were  already  reduced  due  to  lack  of  funds  to  finance  the  growers.  Later 
plantings  may  be  made  for  a,  crop  -to  be  harvested  in  February  and  March,  193 
but  the  Cuban  growers  generally  place  more  emphasis  on  the  early  crop,  which 
is  expected  to  be  from  25  to  50  per  cent  smaller  than  last  year.  Plantings 
on  the  Isle  of  Pines  are  said  to  be  30  acres  compared  to  40  acres  last  year. 

Lime,  beans:    Although  there  is  still  time  to  make  plantings  of  lima 
beans  for  winter  shipment  to  the  United  Sta.tes,  growers  e:pect  this  crop  to 
be  anout  40  per  cent  less  than 'that  of  last  year.    Local  seed  was  used  to 
some  extent,  which  may  account  for  the  failure  of  some  of  the  plantings.  To 
date,  the  Division  of  Vegetable  Sanitation,  Cuban  Department  of  Agriculture, 
reports  that  750  growers  have  asked  that  their  produce  be  inspected  for  ex- 
port into  the  United  States  as  compared  with  885  revests  in  October,  1931. 
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Po-p-oers:  Although  it  is  too  early  for  a  report  on  the  total  plantings 
of  peppers,  it  is  expected  that  this  crop  will  be  reduced  at  least  10  per 
cent.     On  the  Isle  of  Pines  acreage  is  said  to  be  only  20  acres,  while  last 
year  it  was  reported  at  150  acres. 

Cucumbers:  The  cucumber  crop,  which  comes  mainly  from  the  Isle  of  pines, 
will  be  smaller  this  year  than  last,   since  plantings  are  reported  at  450  to 
500  acres  compared  to  600  acres  last  year.    On  the  Island  of  Cuba  about  50 
acres  have  been  planted  this-  year. 

Egg  Plant;  Exports  of  egg  plant  have  been  decreasing  each  year  for  some 
time,  and  plantings  .this  season  will  be  less  than  last  year.  On  the  Isle  of 
Pines  acreage  is  said  to  be  only  50  acres,  while  last  year  it  was  150  acres. 

Qkra  and  string  beans;  There  is  an  increase  in  olcra  plantings,  both  in 
the  short  variety,  grown  for  the  New  Orleans  market;  and  in  the  long  variety 
for  New  York.     String  beans,  also  show,  a  slight  increase  this  year,  but  this 
vegetable  is  of  minor  importance  compared  with  other  winter  vegetables' 
shipped  to  the  United  States. 

Potatoes  and  onions;     Crops  of "potatoes  and  onions,  which  are  grown  for 
local  consumption,     will  probably, .equal  .those  of  last  year.    Onions  are  now 
planted  in  San  Cristobal  and  Herrudur'a,  in  the  province  of  Pinar  del  Rio, 
where  vegetables  for  the  United  States  market  are  extensively  grown. 

English  prune  markets  improved 

The  forward  position  of  the.  new  dried'  prune  crop  has  shown-  a  sharp  rise 
over  previous  quotations  and  has  resulted  in  moderate  business,  : according  ; 
to  a  cable  on  October  25  from  fruit  specialist  Mots  at  London,    ^Spot  demand 
for  all  available  sizes,  was  reported  fair  at  unchanged  prices.     At  Liverpool 
spot  demand  has  increased  considerably  with  supplies  short  '-especially  for 
small  sizes.    Quotations  on  new  crop  prunes  are  noticeably  higher  and  pack- 
ers are  reporting  a  firmer  market  with    anticipated'  higher  prices  in. 'the:  v

The  1932  hop  crop  in  all. of  the  important  European  hop  producing  coun- 
tries and  in  the  United  States  is  placed  at  about  80  million  pounds  or  a 
reduction  of  17  per  cent  from  the  95  million  pounds •produced  in  these  coun- 
tries last  year.    The  1932  total  is  the  smallest'  for" any  year  since  1923. 
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and  is  about  20  nillion  pounds  or  20  per  cent  rmder  the  average  crop  for 
the  past  five  years.    Host  of  the  decrease  this  year  is  reported  in  Checho- 
slovakia and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  Germany  and  Poland.    The  English  estimate 
just  released  indicates  a  little  increase  over  last  year  out  is  rritis  that 
exception  the  smallest  in  post  war  years.     The  only  important  countries  far 
which  estimates  have  not  yet  been  received  are  Canada  and  Australia  ana  the 
combined  production  of  these  areas  in  recent  years  has  usually  averaged  about 
3.5  million  which  together  with  the  small  production  in  all  other  couitries 
would  not  total  much  more  than  4  million  pounds  if  it  even  reached  that 
figure.     See  production  table  page  662. 

The  English  hop  crop  of  21  million  pounds,  estimate  just  officially  re- 
leased, was  picked  from  an  area  of  15,531  acres.     The  area  unpicked  this 
year  was  placed  at  only  200  acres  against  1,500  acres  unpicked  last  year. 
The  quality  of  the  new  crop  is  generally  considered  to  be  good  and  purchases 
have  been  fairly  active  though  buyers  are  still  hesitant  to  fill  their  re- 
quirements on  account  of  the  lad:  of  demand  from  the  beer  trade,  Agricultural 
Attache  Foley  advises.     The  market  for  continental  and  American  hops  con- 
tinues firm  with  limited  supplies  of  new  ho'os  reported  still'  in  first  hanas. 


LIVESTOCK,  HEATS  AKD  WOOI 

South  African  wool  shipments  large 

Fool  shipments  from  South  Africa  for  the  first  two  months  of  the  1932- 
33  season  ( July- August )  amounted  to  approximately  14  million  pounds  and  were 
about  7  times  greater  than  shipments  for  the  same  period  of  the  preceding 
season,  according  to  information  received  from  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C. 
Taylor  at  Pretoria.    The  bulk  of  the  wool-  or  10  million  pounds  went  to  con- 
tinental Er^cpepn  counr.-ies.    Practically  all  the  remainder  went  to  the 
United  Kingdom  with  the  exception  of  small  quantities  to  the  United  States, 
Canada  and  Japan.    Exports  to  the  United  States  during  this  period  were 
only  44,000  pounds  compared  with  93,000  pounds  last  year.    Unsold  stock  at 
ports  at  the  end  of  August  were  slightly  lower  than  at  the  same  date  of  1931, 
being  estimated  at  a.bout  14  million  pounds. 

The  official  estimate  places  the  current  clip  at  301  million  pounds, 
a  decrease  of  2  per  cent  compared  with  the  1931-32  clip.    The  decrease  is 
attributed  to  t he  shearing  of  short  wool  last  autumn  (March  and  April)  and 
the  probability  of  a  lighter  yield  due  to  climatic  conditions.     The  quality 
of  the  clip  is  expected  to  be  slightly  finer  than  last  year,  Hr.  Taylor  states 
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DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

Foreign  trade  in  dairy  products  continues  to  decline 

Both  imports  and  exports  of -dairy  products  as  a  whole  for  the  United 
States  have  been  materially  less  during  the  first  9  months  of  1932  than  in 
the  like  period  of  last  year.     The  decline,  "based  en  the  total  estimated  milk 
equivalent  of  the  various  products  entering  into  the  trade,  was  greater  in 
exports  than  in  imports.     Imports  amounting  to  411,472,000  pounds  of  milk  were 
13  per  cent  less  than  last  year  while  exports  amounted  to  149,274,000  pounds 
or  45  per  cent  below  those  of  the  first  9  months  of  1931. 

The  net  result  of  our  international  trade  in  all  dairy  products  was 
thus  a  larger  excess  of  imports  over  exports  than  a  year  ago.     During  the  last 
6  years  the  excess  of  imports  has  decreased  steadily  from  the  equivalent  of 
1,262,852,000  pounds  of  milk  in  1926-27  to  373,314,000  pounds  in  1931-32  (years 
ending  June  30)  and  the  slight  shift  during  1932  to  date  to  an  increased  net 
importation  has  resulted  from  a  falling  off  in  exports  proportionately  greater 
than  in  imports.     In  the  import  trade  the  decline  of  24  per  cent  in  Swiss  cheese 
from  12,229,935  pounds  in  9  months  of  1931  to  9,294,088  pounds  in  that  period 
of  the  current  year  is  one  of  the  most  important  developments. 


PER  CAPITA  DISAPPEARANCE  OP  "7HEAT  IN  VARIOUS  COUNTRIES  a/ 

Eor  most  countries  indications  of  human  consumption  of  wheat  per  capita 
must  be  based  upon  estimates  of  production,  exports  and  imports  and  allowances 
for  seed.     Such  figures  are  subject  to  more  or  less  error  due  to  discrepancies 
caused  by  variations  in  carry-over,  and.  in  amounts  used  for  feed  and  other 
non-human  consumption  as  well  as  the  usual  errors  of  estimate.    Uhen  averages 
over  a  period  of  years  are  considered,   the  variations  in  stocks  can  usually 
be  considered  as  of  minor  importance.    Uses  other  than  for  human  consumption 
in  some  periods  may  be  of  considerable  importance,   and  for  most  countries  no 
supplementary  information  is  available  to  indicate  how  much  is  used  for  such 
purposes.    Any  consideration  of  wheat  consumption  based  on  production,  trade 
and  seed  requirements  should  be  made  with  these  limitations  in  mind..  While 
they  restrict  the  accuracy  and  usefulness  of  the  estimates,  they  still  leave 
a  basis  for  interesting  comparisons . 

In  the  United  States,  Canada-,  Argentina  and  Australia,  the  four  impor- 
tant non- European  wheat  surplus  producing  countries,  apparent  domestic  dis- 
appearance in  the  5  years  1926-27  to  1930-31  has  ranged  from  5.1  bushels  per 
capita  in  the  United  States,  and  5.9  in  Argentina,   to  7.2  in  Australia  and  to 
10.1  in  Canada.     See  table  page  638.     In  these  countries  plentiful  wheat  sup- 
plies have  tended  to  result  in  increased  use  for  feed  and  a  piling  up  of  stocks. 
Eor  all  four  of  these  countries,  fortunately,  there  are  statistics  of  flour 
milling  and  flour  trade  or  similar  estimates  to  indicate  more  closely  the  amount 
a/  Prepared  by  hiss  Li la  K.  Thompson  and  Miss  Anna  Sullivan  of  the  Division  of 
Statistical  and  Historical  Research. 
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actually  used  for  human  food.    These  additional  statistics  show  human  con- 
sumption to  be  only  about  4.2  bushels  per  caoita  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  5.0  bushels  in  Australia  and  5.2  bushels  in  Argentina.     In  Canada 
feed  and  waste  have  apparently  taken  nearly  as  much  wheat  as  human  consump- 
tion and  there  has  also  been  a  heavy  piling  up  of  stocks  in  the  past  5  years. 

It  is  probable  that  the  estimates  of  di  seapwearance,  disregarding  stocks 
and  feeding,  give  a  better  idea  of  human  consumption  in  Europe  than  in  the 
non- European  surplus  producing  countries.    In  European  wheat  deficit  countries 
where  supplies  are  partially  controlled  through  imports  it  is  probable  that 
carry-over  are  of  less  importance  compared  to  total  supplies  then  in  the  ex- 
porting countries.    'Amounts  fed  to  livestock  are  also  probably  less  than  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada,  although  feeding  of  more  or  less  domestic  poor 
quality  wheat  is  reported  in  several  of  the  western  European  countries,  and 
probably  small  amounts  are  fed  in  all  of  western  Europe. 

Apparent  disappearance  in  nine  countries  of  western  Europe  a/  averaged 
6.3  bushels  per  capita  in  the  5  years  1925-27  to  1930-31  compared  with  an 
average  disappearance  of  5.6  bushels  in  the  four  non-European  exporters  and 
a  weighted  average  probable  human  con sumption  Of  about  4.3  bushels  in  the  four 
countries.    France  and  Italy  show  especially  large  disappearance,  France  with 
7.2  bushels  per  capita  and  Italy  6.8.    In  both  cases,  and  especially  Italy, 
consumption  in  the  form  of  macaroni  products  helps  to  increase  the  total  human 
use  of  wheat  above  the  average  in  most  countries.     In  seven  countries  of 
southeastern  Europe  b/,  including  four  surplus  producers,  domestic  disappearance 
other  than  for  seed  averaged  4.7  bushels  per  capita,  and  in  eight  countries  of 
northeastern  Europe  c/,  mostly  deficit  countries,  the  average  disappearance  was 
only  2.6  bushels  per  capita.    In  most  of  these  northeastern  countries  rye  is 
a  more  important  crop  than  wheat  and  is  used  more  commonly  for  bread  than  in 
the  western  countries.     In  the  southeastern  countries  corn  is  used  as  well  as 
wheat  for  food. 

Russian  figures  available  indica.te  a  domestic  disappearance  of  4.2 
bushels  per  capita,  somewhat  less  than  the  average  in  the  other  exporting 
countries  of  southeastern  Europe,  but  considerably  more  than  in  the  deficit 
countries  of  northeastern  Europe.    This  figure  is  perhaps  subject  to  question. 
There  have  been  reports  from  time  to  time  of  bread  shortage  especially  in  con- 
suming regions,  yet  when  allowance  is  made  for-  consumption  of  rye  bread  also, 
these  figures  would  tend  to  indicate  a  comparatively  large  supply  of  bread 
grains  for  domestic  use. 

Apparent  disappearance  in  four  North  African  countries  averages  3.3 
bushels  per  capita.    In  India  and  Japan,  both  important  rice  consuming  coun- 
tries, wheat  diseapoearanoe  is  le'is  than  a  bushel  per  capita.     In  China  recent 
estimates  of  average  production,  while  subject  to  considerable  margin  of  error, 
a/  United  Kingdom,  Irish  Free  State,  Denmark,  Belgium, -  Netherlands,  France, 
Spain,  Italy  and  Switzerland,   average  computed  by  dividing  total  disappearance 
for  the  nine  countries  by  total  population,    b/  Austria,  Czechoslovakia,  Hun- 
gary, Yugoslavia,  Greece,  Bulgaria  and  Rumania.  c/Oermany,  Norway,  Sweden, 
Poland,  Lithuania,  Latvia,  Estonia  and  Finland. 
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are  more  comprehensive  than  most  earlier  estimates  and  probably -give  the  best-- 
picture  available  of  the  crop  situation- there .     These  estimates  indicate  aL 
disappearance  of  about  2  bushels  per.  capita,  more  than  double  •     that  of  Japan-' 
The  larger  figure  seems  reasonable  since  all  of  north  Ghina  is  a  .wheat  con-  .; 
suming  region,  using  comparatively  little  rice,  whereas  in  Japan  rice  is  an 
important  article  of  diet  throughout  practically  all  of  the  country. 

The  estimates  of  disappearance  per  capita  for  the  period  1926-27  to 
1930-31  considered  in  connection  with  similar  estimate^ -f or  the  period  1921- 
22  to  1925-26  tend  to  give  a  more  stable  picture  of  actual  consumption*  But 
changes  in  reported  per  capita  disappearance  cannot  be  considered  as  necessarily 
reflecting  a  change  in  the  wheat  consuming  habits  of  the  people.     In  addition 
to  variations  already -mentioned  due  to  differences  in  amount  fed  and  in  stocks, 
variations  in  per  capita  disappearance  in  some  cases  may  be  due  to  differences 
in  the  population  base.    .The  estimates  show , apparent  increases  in  disappearance 
for  nearly  all  countries  reported  for  both  periods  except  the  United  Kingdom, 
Prance,  Spain  and  Italy  in  Europe  and  Algeria,  Brazil,  India  and  Japan  of  the 
non- European  countries. 

Supplementary  statistics  for  the  United  States  indicate  that  there  has 
not  been  a  corresponding  increase  in  human  consumption  in  this  country,  the 
increase  in  disappearance  being  accounted  for. largely  by  increased  feeding  and. 
the  piling  up  of  stocks.    An  exact  comparison  cannot  be  made  due  to  lack  of  r- 
complete  figures  on  stocks  in  the  earlier  period  and  to  variations  in  amounts 
of  flour  ground  in  mills,  not  reporting.     Disappearance  of  .flour  as  estimated 
from  mill  grindings,  corrected  to  make  allowance  for  grinding;. .in  mills  not 
reporting,  from  net  exports  and  from  incomplete  data  on  carry-over,  amounted 
to  4.3  bushels  in  terms  of  wheat  per  capita  in  the  period  1923-24, to  1925^ 27 
compared  with  4.2  bushels  per  capita  similarly  computed  for  the  5  years  1927- 
28  to  1931-32. 

The  Pood  Research  Institute  estimated  that  net  mill  grindings  domesti- 
cally retained  in  the  United  States  for  the  5  years  1921-22  to  1925-26  averaged 
475,000,000  bushels,  or  4.3  bushels  per  capita,  and  502,000,000  or  4.2  bushels 
per  capita  in  the  next  5  years.    Estimates  of  flour  disappearance  allowing  for 
estimated  stocks  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  period  reported  in  Russell's 
Commercial  Review,  when  converted  in  terms  of  wheat,  show  4.75  per  capita  for 
1921-22  to  1925-26,  compared  with  4.45  the  next  5  years. 

In  Canada  reports  of  flon.r  ground  less  net  exports,  regardless  of  stocks 
and  apparently  making  no  allowance  for  flour  in  mills  not  reported,  indicate 
a  per  capita  disappearance  in  terms  of  wheat,  decreasing  from  4.5  bushels  per 
capita  annually  in  the  period  1921-22  to  .1925-26  to  4.2  bushels  in  the  next 
5  years.     Similar  figures  for  Argentina  show  an  increase  from  4.7  to  5.2  bush- 
els.   Australian  official  figures  similarly  -computed  showed  a  disappearance  of 
5.0  bushels  in  both  periods.. 

In  Europe  where  feeding  of  wheat  .is  less  important  than  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  and  especially  in  European  importing  countries  where  stocks 
are  probably  small,  the  increase  shown  in  wheat  di s appearance ' is  more  likely    .  ' 
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to  reflect  ari  increase  'in  'human  'wheat"  consumption.-  -in  the  first  part  of  the 
earlier  period  .European  f am  production,  was  still  reduced  as  a  result  of  the 
world  war,  and  consumption  consequently  restricted.     In  eastern  Europe  where 
there  may  have  "been  a  shift  from  rye  to  wheat  consumption  there  is  further 
basis  for  supposing  there"  has"  be  eh  "an"  actual  'increase  'in  human-  consumption 
of  wheat .

UNITED  STATES  AGRI CULTURAL  TRADE  WITH  TERRITORIES 


I              The  agricultural'  trade  between  the  United  States  and  her  territories 
of  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  has  shown  a  rather  narked  upward  trend 
for  many  years  and  with  the  fall  in  prices  the  total  value  of  these  shipments 
during  1931-32  dropped  to  the  lowest  point  in  nore  than  a.  decade.    Many  con- 
nodi  ties,  notably  sugar,  recorded  a  gain  in  volume.    Continental  United  States 
"bought  four  tines  as  much  fron  these  territories  as  they  purchased  fron  us. 
During  1931-32,  total  shipments  to  the  United  States  from  these  possessions 
were  valued  at  SI 60, 340,000  while  farm  products  purchased -from  the  United 
States  had  a  value  of  only  $40,009,000.    Trade  "between  the  outlying  territor- 
ies and  the  United  States  is  treated  as  domestic  trade  and  for  this  reason 
the  figures  are  not  included  in  the  regular  import  and  export  statistics.

Hawaii 

During  1931-32  farm  products  valued' at  $92,430,000  wer-e  purchased 
from  Hawaii  by  the  United  States.     Sugar  made  64  per  cent  of  this  total  and 
canned  pineapple  34  per  cent.    Most  of  the  sugar  is  raw  sugar  which  is  sent 
to  the  United  States  to  be  refined.    In  1931-32,  the  total  quantity  purchased 
from  Hawaii  for  the  first  time' exceeded  the'  mil  lion'  maxk, '  amounting  to 
1,015,000  short  tons  valued  at  $59,181,000,  a  new  high  record.     The  quantity 
of  canned  pineapple  purchased  from  Hawaii  during  the  year  just  closed  amounted 
to  523,876,000  pounds  valued  at  $31,237,000,  surpassing  all  previous  years 
in  point  of  volume  .but  recording. a  drastic  .decline  .in.  value.  . 

Rice  is  the  most  important  agricultural  product  shipped  from  the  United" 
States  to  Hawaii.    In  1931-32,  shipments  of  rice,  including  rice  flour,  meal 
and  broken  rice,  amounted  to  89,158,000  pounds,  a  peak  figure  -  in  point  of 
volume  but  in  value  the  lowest  "since '1923.    Hawaii  'al  so  takes'  wheat  .'flour  and 
feedstuff s  In  considerable  volume  and  is  an  important  outlet  for  dairy  products 
and  meats.    During  1931-32,  purchases  of  beef,  butter  and  evaporated  milk  ex- 
ceeded those  of  a  year  ago  in  both  volume  and  value,  but  shipments  of  most 
other  products  dropped  off.    Of  the  fruits,  oranges  and  apples  are  in  greatest 
demand,  and  potatoes,  onions,  pickles  and'  sauces  also  find  a  ready  market  in 
Hawaii . 

Puerto  Rico 


Over  95  per  cent  of  all  the  farm  products  sent  to  the  United  States 
from  Puerto  Rico  consists  of  sugar',  leaf  tobacco,  citrus  fruit  and  pineapples. 
The  volume,  of  sugar  received  from  Puerto  'Rico  during  1931-32  was  more  than 
double  the  quantity  purchased  during  the  early  post-war  years,  the  total  amount, 
ing  to  912,000  short  tons,  a  ne?/  high  record.    Shipments,  of  leaf  tobacco 
dropped  off  sharply,  the  total  standing  at  17,035,000  pounds  with  a  value  of 
$6,714,000  as  contrasted  with- 25,180,000  pounds  valued  at  $13,165,000  a  year 
ago.    The  United  States  took  a  larger  quantity  of  fresh  grapefruit  than 
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UNITED  STATES  AGRI  CULTURAL  TRADE  V»1TK  TERRITORIES-  CONT'D 

during  the  preceding  year,  bit  a  smaller  volume  of  fresh  pineapples.  Puerto 
Rico  also  produces  coffee  in  considerable  volume  "but  the  bulk  of  it  goes 
to  European  markets. 

Puerto  Rico  is  the  principal  market  outside  of  continental  United 
States  for  American  rice,  total  shipments  to  that  market  during  1931-32 
amounting  to  198,710,000  pounds,  a  decline  as  co'mpared  with  the  three  preced- 
ing year  tut  more  than  double  the  combined  shipments  to  Hawaii  and  Alaska. 
Other  important  farm  products  sent  to  Puerto  .Rico,  from  the  United  States 
are  pork,  lard,  flour,  dried  beans,  potatoes,  and  dried  peas,  nearly  all  of 
which  recorded  an  increase  in  volume  and  a  few,  such  as  condensed  milk,  canned 
meats  and  cottonseed  oil  also  a  gain  in  value  when  contrasted  with  1930-31. 

Alaska 

The  only  agricultural  product  of  any  importance  arriving  from  Alaska 
is  reindeer  meat,  total  receipts  in  1931-32  amounting  to  1,016,000  pounds, 
the  lowest  point  since  it  was  first  classified  as  a  separate  item  in  1928-29. 
Alaska  takes  a  large  quantity  of  United  States  pork,  fresh  beef,  dairy  prod- 
ucts, eggs,  flour,  sugar,  coffee,  and  canned  vegetables  but  with  a  few  excep- 
tions purchases  during  1931-32  were  below  those  of  the  preceding  year.
